UP COMPULSION BILL 


Sir John Simon’s Resignation 


Is Announced—Position of 


Reginald McKenna and 
Walter Runciman on Con- 


scription Undecided. 


LONDON, Jan. 4.—Lord Derby’s re- 
‘Cruiting figures for the period between 
Oct. 23 and Dec. 15 show that 1,150,000 
unmarried men and 1,679,263 married men 
presented themselves for service. 

Of the grand total of 2,829,263 married 


and singie men, 103,000 unmarried and 
112,431 married men enlisted immediate- 
ly. Hight hundred and forty thousand 
single men and 1,344,979 married men 
were attested for future service. 
Of the single men 207,000 were reject- 
ed, ~while 221,853 married men were not 
accepted by the recruiting officers. 
nnouncement was made in the 
House of Commons today of the res- 
ignation of Sir John Simon, Secretary 
of State for Home Affairs. 
It again became evident today that 
the Cabinet crisis is far from ended. 
Sir John Simon had a prolonged inter- 
view with Premier Asquith yesterday. 


Sir John to remain in the Cabinet, but 
without avail. 

The position of Reginald McKenna, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and Walter 
Runciman, President of the Board of 
Trade, is still undecided. They are 
making the acceptance of the Govern- 
ment compulsion bill conditional upon 
obtaining a concession to their views on 
the eventual size of the army. 

Asquith’s Position. 

‘In this matter Premier Asquith is in 
an embarrassing position. He is being 
sirongly impelled from the outside not 
to yleld this point, and it is believed 
that a majority in the Cabinet itself is 
ogainst their views. 

Hence today’s meeting of the Cabinet 
to consider the latest draft of the com- 
yulsion bill y result in further 
changes and may posé#ibly result in the 
resignations of these two important Min- 
isters. 


The treatment of Ireland is another

the papers, both conscriptionists and 
supporters of voluntary enlistment, 
agree that Ireland will be excluded 
from the operation of the bill and that 
the Press Aseociation statement that 
Ireland would be included was inaccu- 
rate. 
Ireland at First Included. 

According #0 the Times Ireland was 
included in the’ first draft of the bill 
which was only intended to provide a 
convenient basis for discussion. 

The Morning Post expresses the belief 
that Premier ‘Asquith has been able to 
give Mr. McKenna and Mr. Runciman 
assurances that measures can and will 
be taken to ensure that a sufficient 
number of men will be left, not only to 
carry on the manufacture of munitions, 
but all trades vital to the interest of the 
country. 

The Post, although a conscriptionist 
paper, attaches importance to the re- 
taining of these two Ministers in the 
Cabinet. 

The Dally Chronicle says that the new 
bill will contain a clause safeguarding 
the navy from the danger of the bill 
sweeping all efficient men into the 
army.

KANSAS CITY, “LACKING CIVIC 
SPIRIT,” LOSES $250,000 GIFT 


Benefactor, Dissatisfied With Way 
Affairs Are Conducted, Deeds Prop- 
erty to Grinnell College. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 4.—Kansas 
City has lost its opportunity of coming 
into the $250,000 estate of Dr. Leroy 
Dibble, which he announced a year ago 


he would leave to some locar charitable 
institution. Disgust with civic affairs 
and the lack of public spirit were as- 
cribed by Dr. Dibble as his reasons for 
changing his mind. 

The bulk of the property was deeded 
by him yesterday to Grinnell College of 
Grinnell, lo., the money to be used in 
establishing free scholarships. The re- 
mainder of the property is to become. 
on the death of Dr. and Mrs. Dibble, 
the Dibble Foundation. 

“I won't leave anything to Kansas 
City,” said Dr. Dibble. “The people 
don’t want it. They prefer to see the 
‘goats’ buck the ‘rabbits’ and the ‘rab- 
bits’ jump over their back.’’ The rab- 
bits and goats referred to are Kansas 
City’s political factions. 

“There Was a time when Kansas. City 
had the public spirit,”” continued Dr. 
Dibble, “‘but there is no public spirit 
here now. There has been none in the 
present administration or the one be- 
fore.”

CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 4.—Mayor 
Harry Davis today said he was not 
concerned about the denunciation hurled 
at him by the Rev. Dr. G. H. Birney 
and the Rev. W. W. Bustard, in their 
sermons, because of a New Year’s eve 
kissing episode in which he is said to 
have figured.

INFLUENZA EPIDEMIC SPREADING 
OVER THE WHOLE COUNTRY 


Disease Widely Prevalent in New 
York, Cleveland, Detroit, Chicago, 
Philadelphia and Seattle. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—The most se- 
rious epidemic of influenza known in 
this country is disclosed in reports t2 
Surgeon-General Blue of the Public 
Health Service from public health serv- 
ice officers. They show that the -dis- 
ease is spreading at an alarming rate 
and causing many deaths. Of the larger 
cities, influenza is widely prevalent in 
New York, Chicago, Philadelphia, Bos- 
ton, San Francisco, Seattle, Cleveland 
and Detroit. Cleveland and Detroit 
have probably 100,000 cases of the dis- 

ease. ; 

The Federal authorities say they are 
virtually helpless to aid in stemming 
the tide of the epidemic. It must he 
dealt with by local authorities.

GREW PREPARES T 
ABANDON STEAMER 
ADRIFT IN GALE 


Towed to New York, 
Breaks Loose. 


WIRELESS CALL FOR HELP 


300 Passengers Were Trans- 
ferred From Greek Steamer 
to the Patris Yesterday. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—The crew of 
the Greek line steamship Thessaloniki 
Wish ‘to abandon the ship, which has 
been at the mercy of gales and high 
seas for 10 days, according to radio 
message received here today from the 
steamship United States. 

The Thessaloniki, which has been help- 
less owing to the partial flooding of 
her boiler and engine rooms, sent a 
nessage to the steamship United States, 
saying that 90 of her crew remained on 
the Greek steamer, but that all passen- 
gers had been safely transferred last 
nisht to the steamship Patris of the 
same line. 

The Thessaloniki was being towed 
to New York by the steamer Pa- 
tris, in a gale 300 miles east-southeast 
of New York, when her tow line parted 
during the night. Wireless messages 
sent by the Thessaloniki to other steain- 


ers asking aid told of her plight. 
Distress Signals Sent Out. 
The first message telling of the break- 


ing of the tow line was received at 2:15 
o'clock this morning. It gave her posi- 
tion and said that the steamer had no 
means of aiding herself. Distress sig- 
nals had been sent out, the -message 
stated. The steamers Finland and 
Stockholm were reported to be ‘“stand- 
ing by.’’ 

Soon afterward a message sent by the 
captain of the Thessaloniki to the Stock- 
holm was overheard by wireless stations 
on shore. The captain asked the Stock- 
holm to come to his aid and to tow the 
Thessaloniki to New York. 

The Stockholm was believed to be 
about fifty miles from the Thessaloniki 
at that time, while the steamer United 
States, which also picked up the Thes- 
saloniki's S O 8S calls, was 14 miles 
distant. The position of the Finland 
was not given. 

The wireless calls were heard also by 
the coast guard cutter Seneca, which 
went from New York to help the Thes- 
salonikt Wednesday and has since been 
searching for her. 

A later message today from the steam- 
er Stockholm said this vessel was near- 
ing the position given by the Thessa- 
loniki-in her S OS call at 2:15 a. m., 


Gale Slightly Abated, 
A radio message from the Captain of 


the steamer United States at 9:44 a. m. 
said his vessel was then 77 miles from 
the Thessaloniki and was proceeding at 
15 knots an hour. The northwest gale 
which raged all night had materially 
abated. 

The Greek Line received a message 
today from Capt. Zagoras of the Petris, 
saying that the Thessaloniki’s pas- 
sengers had been transferred to the 
Patris last night. Officials of the 
line were surprised at this message in 
view of the fact that on Friday last a 
wireless was received from the Patris 
saying that she had taken on board 
the’300 pasengers on the Thessaloniki. 


GERMAN EXCHANGE AT LOW 
MARK, STERLING HIGHER 


Today’s Figures Imply a Value of 
18% Cents for Mark, Normal 
Figure Is 23%4 Cents. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—Exchange on 
Germany today fell to 75%c, the lowest 
quotation since the outbreak of the war, 
and probably without precedent in the 
financial relations between this center 
and Berlin. The unit of exchange on 
Germany is 4 marks, so that today’s 
quotation implies a value of only 18%, 
cents for marks, as against the normal 

value of 23% cents. 

On the other hand, remittances to 
London attained their highest rates in 
months, demand sterling being quoted 
at 4.74%. This represents a deprecia- 
tion of little more than 2 per cent from 
the rates of normal times. 


DOGS SENT TO TRENCHES 
TO DRIVE THE RATS OUT 


Four Special Trains of Many Varieties 
Despatched to Front for War 
on Rodents. 

PARIS, Jan. 4.—Four special trains of 
dogs have just been sent to different 
parts of the French battlefront. One 
train of 2% cars had 2% dogs in each car 
—foxterriers, rat terriers, police dogs 
and other breeds—to be divided between 
different sectors of the front and most 
of them employed in chasing rats out 

of the trenches.

MAKER OF BOMBS 
FOR BLAGK HAND 


New York. Prisoner Confesses 
That He Did Wholesale Busi- 
ness in High Explosives. 


HAD PLANT AT HIS HOME 


In Business for Six Years and 
Charged but $2 to $3 for 
Infernal Machines. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—In Giovanni Bat- 
tista Attanasio, 45. years old, detectives 
arrested a wholesale manufacturer and 
seller of bombs. Attanasio has confessed 
having been {in the business six years 
and he gave the police the names of cus- 
tomers, and said that he ran the prin- 
cipal munitions pliant for the so-called 


Black Handers of this city. 

In a raid on his home, with his wife 
and five children, on the fifth floor of 
718 East 212th street, a crowded Bronx 
tenement, which he also used as his fac- 
tory, the police found in two small boxes 
concealed by a coat thrown over them, 
78 small but very dangerous: bombs. 
They are filled with black antimony, sul- 
phur and chlorate of potash. 

Stored Under the Bed. 

In a soap box under the bed in which 
Attanasio and his wife slept, were found 
packages of ingredients sufficient for 
about 300 bombs. 

Detectives declared the prisoner con- 
fessed having made the two bombs ex- 
ploded Nov. 11, 1914, at the Bronx County 
Courthouse in an attempt to assassinate 
County Judge Gibbs and City Marshal 
Hoeflinger. Heavy damage was done to 
the courthouse May 3, 1913. A bomb was 
exploded under the Bronx Borough Hall. 
The west wing of the hall was ripped to 
pieces. } 

In neither case were the criminals cap- 
tured, but the police say the information 
+ img from Attanasio probably will lead 
to the capture of them and many other 
bomb users. Attanasio, if he tells the 
truth, was modest in his rates. He says 
he charged from $2’to $3 apiece for high 
explosive bomos and would give a spe- 
cial rate for half a dozen. 


Sought Personal Revenge. 
Four other men are locked up, charged 


with having explosives in their posses- 
sion and with malicious mischief. 

When Attanasio sought to use a bomb 
fo- his own revenge he was arrested yes- 
terday. He kept up a pretense of work- 
ing as a carpenter. He would work one 
day a week, sometimes two, on the -sub- 
way. 

The foreman. James Yacho, weeks ago 
discharged some of Attanasio’s friends. 
The bomb maker protested and he was 
told to mind his own business or he'd be 
fired. 

On Dec. 31 Attanasio handed Artibano 
Aufrate. a laborer, a bomb = small 
enough to be slipped in a coat pocket. 

“Give it to Yacho, with the compli- 
ments of the season,” he said. “Tell 
him it is from me, and that will make 
him mad.” 

Aufrate says he did not know the 
contents of the package, but decided it 
svould be as well to deliver the package 
to Yacho Monday. He went to a New 
Year’s eve party and put the package 
in the kitchen upon a shelf for safe- 
keeping. Shortly before midnight Au- 
frate prepared to leave. In taking the 
package from the shelf it slfpped and a 
big hole was torn in the floor. 


Bombs Needed No Caps. 
The 78 bombs seized are from one- -and- 


a-half inches to three-and-a-half inches 
long, and about an inch and_a half in 
diameter. The tubes are made of 4 
sort of cartridge paper and aluminum 
and bound with an inner lacing of cob- 
bler’s wax. They needed no explosive 
caps. Contact would set them off, mak- 
ing them the more dangerous. They 
could easily be flung a long distance 
from an automobile or wagon or as a 
man walked along the street. 

The soap box contained six packages 
of fuse, two of black antimony, one of 
chlorate of potash, two of clay, one of 
nitrate of strontiam, four of aluminum, 
one of salt. one potash, one of sulphur, 
two boxes of steel filings, three boxes 
of gun powder, three boxes of paper 
cornucopias, six packages of fuses and 
nine packages of cord fuses about two 
feet in length. 

Attanasio told the police he decided 
in the future to go in also for making 
hence the fuses.

Although the President is nearly 60 
years old, he is very sturdy and enjoys 
an excellent appetite and unimpaired dl- 
gestion. According to his military aide, 
it is nothing unusual for President Yuan 
Shi-kai to eat a large plate of macaroni, 
four loaves of bread and four dishes of 
cold meat with rice at a single meal. 
He is credited with taking a Chinese 
tonic prepared from the bone of the 
tiger and the horn of the deer. He 
suffers occasionally with toothache, 
which is practically his only ailment. 

The Peking Gazette prints a photo- 
graph of Yuan Shi-Kai with 15 of his 
isons and three grandsons. The grand- 
sons are the children of Yuan Ko-tink, 
the President's eldest son. This photo- 
graph has been widely reproduced in the 
vernacular papers, which lay great 
stress on the fact thet the President 
has plenty of descendants to succeed to 
the throne in case he be made Emperor.

Perilous Trip to Monterey 
to Reach Gen. Lugo. 


Now that the Mexican revolutions 
appear to have subsided, Mrs. Carrie 
Tinker Lugo, a former St. Louisan, is 
making her way to Monterey, Mexico, 
to rejoin her husband, Manuel Garcia 
Lugo, who was a General in the Zapa- 
tista army and whose reported execu- 
tion at Mexico City, a year ago, was 
formally investigated by the State De- 
partment. 

Word of Mrs. Lugo’s departure from 
New Orleans for Monterey was received 
in a letter written by her to her father, 
Zach Tinker, 519 Hamilton avenue, a 
former wealthy brewer. 

The letter stated that Gen. Lugo’s 
brother had gone to New Orleans per- 
sonally to conduct Mrs. Lugo to her 
husband. She stated that Gen. Lugo 
still felt that he was in some personal 
danger, and that he wanted to keep his 
exact whereabouts secret. For this rea- 
s£0n the General cautioned hia brother to 
kecp his movements, and those of Mrs. 
Lugo, secret. 

Mrs. Lugo wrote to her father that the 
journey would involve many hardships, 
as part of it would have to be made in 
stage coach. The letter hinted that Gen. 
Lugo had fared well tn the fortunes of 
war, that he had come out of the revo- 
lutions with considerable money, and 
that the future of himself and Mrs. Lugo 
appeared bright. 

For more than a year Mrs. Lugo has 
been living in New Orleans, awaiting 
word of her husband's whereabouts. She 
Was greatiy grieved a year ago when 
word was received that Gen. Lugo had 
been put to death shortly after he had 
been released on Nov. 27 from the San- 
tlago Prison in Mexico City. His release 
had been requested by the United 
States Government, as a courtesy to 
this Government, because his wife was 
an American. Zach Tinker, through 
Senator Stone, induced the State De- 
partment to investigate the report, 
which proved to be untrue 

Mies Tinker, at the time of ber mar- 
riage to Lugo in 196, lived on Haw- 
thorne boulevard. They met during the 
World's Fair, when Lugo Was represent- 
ing the Mexican Government at the Mex- 
ican exhibit.

The committee ignored tne Caiifornia 
Statute by unseating two Roosevelt del- 
egates from one of the San Francisco 
districts. The California law provided 
for the election of all delegates at large. 

The National Committee has always 
adhered to the principle of selecting del 
egates from each congressional dis- 
trict. 

It appeared from the figures relied 
upon by the National Committee that 
the two Taft delegates from one of the 
San Francisco districts had received a 
higher vote in the district than two 
Roosevelt delegates, and despite the 
statement of election officials that it 
was impossible to segregate the vote of 
this district from the vote at large, the 
two Taft delegates were seated by the 
National Committee, and voted upon all 
contests brought before the convention, 
including the one in which their own 


‘seats were contested. 


Errors Are Corrected. 
In several of the states legislation has 
been enacted to correct conditions which 
developed in the Chicago convention of 
1912, where the Republican party went 
to pieces. In that convention there were 
delegates from at least three states, 
instructed by a vote of the people for 
Roosevelt, who were Taft sympathizers, 
and who, upon every crucial test in the 
convention, as between the Taft and 
Roosevelt forces, voted with the Taft 
men, thus aiding in bringing about the 
defeat of the man for whom they were 
instructed to vote. 
A majority of the delegates from Ore- 
gon, under Roosevelt instructions, voted 
for the Taft program throughout the 
convention, and the same was true vI a 
group of Roosevelt instructed aeiegates 
from Massachusetts and Maryland. 
The Roosevelt instructed delegates 
from these three states, by voting to 
seat Taft delegates in every contest, 
and to sustain every ruling of the 
National Committee calculated to 
bring about the nomination of Taft, 
were able to aid materially in strik- 
ing down the candidate who was the 
choice of their constituents, 
To correct such evils the laws of 
several states provide that the candi- 
dates for delegates must file a dec- 
laration of their choice for President. 
This is true in Illinois, where the 
name of the candidate for President 
favored by the delegate is printed un- 
derneath the delegate’s name on the 
ballot. In Hllinois the candidate for 
delegate has the option of stating 
that he has no choice for President, 


‘and this statement must appear on 


the ballot. 

In Ohio, the candidate must state a 
first and second choice for President, 
but has the alternative of stating 
that he will vote for the candidate 
who receives the highest number of 
preferential votes. 

Choice for President. 

In New Jersey the candidates for 
delegate and alternative may have 
their names printed on the ballot, un- 
der the name of their choice for 
President. In New Hampshire, South 
Dakota and California the choice for 
President is similarly expressed only 
through the choice for delegates. In 
California, South Dakota, Oregon and 
Montana the delegates are elected at 
large. The California law provides 
that groups of candidates, equal to the 
number of delegates the State is en- 
titled to, may file, but it must be 
shown that each group has the in- 
dorsement of the candidate for Presi. 
dent whose cause it espouses, or of a 
State organization having his confi- 
dence. In Hilinois, New Jersey, New 
Hampshire and Ohio, the delegates are 
elected by primary elections in the 
several congressional districts. | 


| Ip 10 states the choice expressed by 


mass meetings, held under authority and 
control of the county committees. 

In all of the states having presidential 
preference primaries the Democratic and 
tepublican delegates will be elected in 
the same manner. In Missouri, unless 
there should be an unofficial primary, 
the convention method of selecting Dem- 
ocratic delegatcs will be used. 

In 1912 unofficial primaries were held 
to determine whether the State delega- 
tion should be instructed for Clark or 
Folk. 

The delegates selected from the differ- 
ent counties met in convention at Jop- 
lin and selected four Clark delegates at 
large, and the delegates from the dif- 
ferent districts held separate meetings 
and also elected Clark delegates, Folk 
having withdrawn the day before the 
primary was lreld.

In 12 states the people, under the 
primary laws, express their «hoice di- 
rect for the presidential candidates. 
These states are Iowa, Massachusetts, 
Maryland, Michigan, Minnesota, Mon- 
tana, North Dakota, New Jersey, Ohio, 
Oregon, Pennsylvania, Texas and Wis- 
consin. 

In Ohio the people of the entire State 
not only express their choice for the 
rresidential candidate, but also vote on 
the candidates for delegates in the dif-, 
ferent districts. It might happen in that 
State that the candidate receiving the 
highest preferential vote would fail to 
have his delegates elected in a majority 
of the districts. In most of the states 
electing delegates to the convention of 
1912, by primary, there were split delega- 
tions. 

Old System in Missouri, 

In Missouri the old convention method 
of electing Republican delegates will 
prevail. Thirty-two of the 36 delegates 
will be elected by the 16 congressional 
district conventions held under the di- 
rection of the district committees, and 
the four delegates at large will be elect- 
ed by State convention, comprised of 
delegates from each county.

Deutschland’s Edison, Dr. Rathenau, Whose 
Ingenuity Prevented Munitions Shortage, 
_ Says Nation Is So Organized It Can Carry 
on Conflict for Years if Necessary. 


By GUS C. ROEDER. 

Mr. Roeder has just returned from Germany, where he went to inves- 
tigate conditions there for the Post-Dispatch and the New York World. 
Last spring he made a similar trip, and his articles showed conclusively 
that Germany was not starving, and that the country was in much better 
shape than the allies gave credit for. Mr. Roeder has been twenty-seven 


German ancestry, he is an American citizen and served in the United 
States navy during the Civil War. He has written a series of articles as 
a@ result of his latest visit to Germany, of which the following is the second: 


“Germany did not wish this war, but having the duty of defending 
herself to perform and being charged with the security of the future of 
the Fatherland, Germany is perfectly and absolutely prepared to make 
this struggle as long as necessary, even if the war should last for years: 

“We hope it will be shorter, but we are ready to meet any emer- 
gency. We hope the war will be shortened by some.sudden occurrence, 
of which to speak now does not seem to me to be the right moment.” 

The speaker was Dr. Walther Rathenau, head of the Allegemeine Elec- 
tricitaets Gesellschaft, the most influential organization of its kind in all 
Europe.

import. By what chemical process this 
marvel is brought about, the great

tell. When one talks with him about 
these matters—if he consents to talk 
at all—he modestly remarks that he 1s

There are hundreds of other new 
things, inventions and chemical 
processes, never dreamed of before, all 
guarded with the utmost eecrecy. 

These inventions, the result of the 
blockade, the Teutons. say, have 
proved to them an inestimable blessing. 
They have made Germany absolutely 
independent, so that today the Kaiser 
and his people are not inclined to worry 
much because England has cut her off 
almost entirely from the commercial 
world. 

Blockade Mother of Invention. 

Dr. Rathenau, who. received’ the 
writer of the Post-Dispatch in his 
private office overlooking the River 
Spree in Berlin, is,;not much above +, 
stands over 6 feet 2, is erect, like a Ger- 
man soldier, his closely cropped hair 
and beard are dark brown, his eyes look 
upon the visitor in a kind, pleasing man- 
ner and sparkle when he talks about 
the war and his inventions. But no de- 
tails escape his lips. He is not only a 
thorough expert electrical engineering 
officer, but a great banker and general 
all around business man. 

Dr. Rathenau was dressed in deep 
mourning. Around his right sleeve he 
wore the badge of sorrow. A few months 
ago he lost his father, Emil Rathenau, 
whom Dr. Walther Rathenau succeeded 
as the head of the “A. E. G.” in Ger- 
many.

fortunate as to do for my noble coun- 
try,” modestly declared Dr. Rathenau, 
when I made known my mission, “‘Re- 
member that the credit should go to the 
former War Minister of our general 
staff, for he was my superior during 
the eight months I was connected with 
that office. It was he who gave me 
permission to go ahead and apply my 
ideas to the great cause in Germany’s 
behalf.”’ 

Outsiders talk about shortage of 
copper, cotton, woollen goods, salt- 
peter, nitrates, leather. Throughout 
England and France it had been pro- 
claimed that Germany is suffering the 
greatest inconvenience because she is 
short of such material. 

“How about that?’ asked the writer. 
“Are you really so short?” 

Dr. Rathenau smiled as he respond- 
ed, “We are not complaining.” 

That was all he would say about 
that and similar questions. 

“The new department,” he ex- 
plained, “is better termed an econom- 
ical -department, and one which 
brought about such a reorganization 
under the War Minister as was never 
before known. You might call it 
‘switching,’ as we term it in the eélec- 
trical lines, and such it is,”’ 

Dr. Rathenau was asked in what 
way, if any, the present war and its 
methods differ from those of former 
years. 

“In the first place,’’ he 
“this is a war of munitions 
material. It is also a war of organi- 
gation against organization, munitions 
against munitions. In this war the use 
of munitions has been so enormous that 
upon occasions Germany has shot away 
as much great gun ammunition in three 
days as was used in the entire war of 
1870-1871 between France and Germany. 
We are using millions of men, where 
formerly they were.counted by the thou- 
sand. Another feature unknown before 
is a veritable blockade by men. Every 
avenue of approach has been closed 
against us, even Suez, Gibraltar and the 
English channel. All communication 
upon the high seas has been stopped. 
With such a blockade and the seas 
swept clear, England said to herself, 
with high hopes, that in a few years 
Germany would be foreed to stop the

war. 
No Uneasiness About Food. 

Dr. Rathenau was asked about the 
report that the food situation in Ger- 
many is still considered as of the gréat- 
est importance, one which might cause 
uneasiness. The great “wizard” shook 
his head and said: 

“Oh, no, sir. The question of food was 
never held in Germany as one of most 
vital importance. Do not forget, please, 
that Germany produces 90 per cent of 
her food... These questions were all reg- 
ulated by the civil. authorities, by the 
Reichsam des Innern and the Land- 
wirtsehafts Ministers.”’ 

Dr. Rathenau then told how the ques- 
tion of munitions arose and how care 
had to be taken that practically the 
entire or nearly the entire industry of 
the country should be utilized for war 
purposes. Those concerns that were left 
to work for “peace” material were only 
between 10 and 20 per cent. 

“It became necessary to use all ma- 
terial for war purposes,’ he added, ‘‘It 
also became necessary to find substi- 
tutes for goods and materials which 
Germany could no longer import. But 
that was not all. New factories had to 
be eyected. We could no longer get ni- 
trates and that presented a great prob- 
lem, since they are so necessary in the 
manufacture gf gungowder. We had to 
build factories where we could create 
nitrates. And we did. It became neces- 
sary to look over stuffs which had al- 
ready been made use of in peace times. 
It was necessary to bring from terri- 
tory already conquered in France, Bel- 
gium and Poland material needed in 
Germany. And finally it became neces- 
sary to import as much as We needed, 
no matter how and through what 
sources, but as circumstances permit- 
ted and as the necessities arose.’ 

“How was all this accomplished?” I 
asked. ‘‘How were all these substitutes 
found? How did you get material out 
of the air?’ 3 

Dr. Rathenau simply shook his head. 
When urged for an answer, he solemn- 
ly responded: 

“How all these and ever so many 
other substitutes were created can only 
be told after peace has been re-estab- 
lished,’’ 

“And when may that be?” I asked. 

There was no answer. 


SO Per Cent of Industries for War. 


Dr. Rathenau was asked how 
factories and similar concerns etek tor 
the Government today in Germany in 
connection with the war. 


“One can say,” replied the inventor, 
“that today about 80 per cent of the 
German industries work for the war, 


advantages which the war has broughe 


how material formerly imported can be 
made right here. This war, you must 
note, has made us independent of im- 
ports, and what we have accompHshed 
has been without the use of a penny of 
foreign money or the expenditure of a 
single penny ‘h foreign countries. 


“On the other hand, England, France 
and Russia have always complained, 
and most bitterly at times, about their 
shortage of munitions. They have all 
been compelled to buy their ‘Hilf’ ma- 
terial in the ©utland. You know how 
much has come from the United States. 
England, France and Russia have thus 
been compelled to go In debt to the out- 
land, and they have had to sell bénds to 
pay those debts. What do you fina here 
in Germany? German industry rests 
proudly upon its own foundations—its 
own feet, we might term it. We have 
never suffered from any Shortage of 
munitions, and we could easily make 
much more today than we can use, 

“German industry is free of debt,” 
proudly continued Dr. Hathenau. “Com- 
merce and industry are in full bloom 
We have most valuable experience 
which can all be used when peace comes 
to us again. It seems to be that the 
only aim of the English in this war ts to 
smother Germany. But Germany finds 
herself today much strengthened in her 
industrial and economic branches, while 
England has from day to day to cope 
with new industrial as well as financial 
conditions. Germany can be wel! con- 
tent with England's blockade, although 
we are justified in protesting because 
the rights of neutrals have been violated 
as well as the freedom of the sea. A 
terrorism of the open traffic has been 
created which is worse than any other 
tyranny that canbe exercised on a 
weaker country.”

+VANDERDEGKEN’

EALISM abounds, while reality 
~ hardly exists, in ‘‘Van der Deck- 
en,”’ the new Belasco play, ir 
which David Warfield and his company

Not since “Adrea’”’ has the Belasco 
genius for stage picturing been so thor- 
oughly exerted. Yet, wizard of stage 
artistry as he is, David Belasey is not 
magician enough to thrust his hand into 
his well-stocked pouch, and draw forth, 
every season or two, a populur sucess 
of ‘“‘Music Master’’ quality, for this most 
popular of his stars. “Peter Grimm”

Took Office With Gpedit Balance. 
When the Major ad tration came 


into office there was a balance in the 
general revenue fund of $637,829 left by 
the former administration, and tltis, too, 
has been spent to meet the payroll and 
other running expenses. 

Of the $919, 627.40 due the schools, $334,- ——e 
189.31 is the amount which Auditor Gor- 
don withheld from the public school fund 
in his annual apportionment last Au- 
anst, and which the Supreme Court or- 
dered him to pay to the schools, in an 
opinion by Judge Faris, handed down 
last week. The remainder which the 
revenue fund owes to the schvsol fund 
is one-third of the receipts since July 
1, 1915, the beginning of the fiscal year. 
The receip's for tye six months were 
$1,805,505.35. Subtracting the grain in- 
spection fees of $49,191.07 from the total 
receipts, leaves $1,756,314.28, one third of 
which, or $585,438.08, goes to the school 
fund and should remain in the general 
revenue fund until it is apportioned to 
the schools.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 4.—Charies 
Stewart, a member of the City Council 
of Maplewood, St. .Louis County, told 
the Public Service Commission today 
that officials of the Missouri Electric 
Co., which is a subsidiary of the Union 
Electric Light and Power Co., had 
fought, in a city election, a proposed 
franchise for a rival electric company 
and had warned the Council] that the 
Public Service Commission would not 
permit any interference with the busi- 
ness of the Union Electric subsidiary. 

Stewart was the first witness in the 
hearing of the petition filed by the Mis- 
souri Electric Co., in an effort to pre- 
vent the Western Power and Light Co. 
of St. Louis County from obtaining a 
certificate of necessity and convenience 
from the commission to install service 
in Maplewood, which is. now supplied 
exclusively by the Missouri Electric Co. 

Stewart told the commission that Scott 
Wallace, superintendent of distribution 
for the Missouri Electric Co., was af 
the polls before 6 o’clock on election 
morning, working against the ratifica- 
tion. ‘ 

“Mr. Wallace warned us,” he said, 
“that if the Council entered into a con- 
tract with the Western Light and Pow- 
er Co. and the people ratified it, the 
Public Service Commission would not 
allow the business of his company to be 
interfered with by a competing com- 


pany.” 


WOUNDED ROBBER DIED OF 
HEART DISEASE, JURY’ VERDICT 


Arthur F. Williams Saeperated at In- 
quest Over Man He Shot When 
Held Up Last May. 

A verdict of death from heart dis- 
ease was returned by a Coroner's 
jury today at the inquest over Tony 
Gonzalo, a highwayman who was 
shot by Arthur F. Williams of 5153 
Vernon avenue, May 8 last, in Forest 
Park. Gonzalo died at the city hos- 

pital last Friday. 

Williams and Miss Lydia Gray of 
3618 Cleveland avenue were in an 
auto which had been pulled up in 
one of the roadways in the park 
when Gonzalo jumped on the running 
board and demanded money. When 
his request was refused he fired two 
shots, wounding Miss Gray twice 
Willlams then shot Gonzalo twice. 
One of the bullets lodged in Gonzalo’s 
spine, causing paralysis. An autopsy 
showed his wounds were not the 
cause of his death. 

Williams and Miss Gray briefly 
told of the shooting at the inquest. 
Two detectives escorted Williams to 


the Coroner's office as he said friends 
of Gonzalo .-had threatened his life. 


SELLERS OF TOWN SITE ON

Promoters Got From $50 to 8700 a Lo 
for Land Worth $2 an 
Acre. 

By a decision of the United States 
Circuit Court of appeals today, affirm- 
ing a decision of the United States Dis- 
trict Court at Kansas City, I. KE. Trent 
and William D. Frad, realty dealers, are 
required to serve 18-month terms in the 
Federal penitentiary at Leavenworth, 
Kan., for using the mails to defraud. 
The men were sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary on Nov. 16, 1912, for promoting 
a business and residence subdivision on 
the top of a mountain range in Okla- 
homa, known as Poteau Range. They 
acquired 420 acres, which was cut into 
4243 building lots without regard to the 
condition of the surface. Many of the 
lots were sold for from $50 to $250 for 
residence lots &i:nd from $450 to $700 for 
business sites. The court found the 
land to be worth about $1 or $2 an acre. 
Judge Hook wrote the opinion for the 
court.

OF WAR OVERCOME 
BY SOUTH AMERICA 


Credit Maintained Through Pub- 
lic Loans, Taxation and Econ- 
omy, Speaker Says. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Extraordinary 

efforts made by South American coun- 
tries to maintain their public credit, 
especially their foreign debt services, 
menaced by the Buropean war, hav 
been successful in all the most important 
countries, according to Chester Lioyd 
Jones of the University of Wisconsin, 
who addressed the Pan-American Scien- 
tifie Congress today on the effects of 
the war on Latin-American public 
finances. He said that retrenchments in 
expenditures, increased taxation and 
public loans had enabled those coun- 
tries to pass the crisis and that business 
was becoming normal. 

“In the less important commercial 
countries,” Jones said, “the war has 
had littie effect. Bolivia is weather- 
ing the storm satisfactorily. 

Paraguay, a prey to revolutions and 
depreciated cufrency, is in hard finan- 
cjal straits, independent of the war. 
Feru, Colombia and Venezuela are do- 
ing well, not because of their own finan- 
cial strength, but because the character 
of their foreign trade is such that their 
markets have been only slightly af- 
fected. Ecuador is the least affected. 
Haiti has been little affected by the 
revolution at home. San Domingo is 
enjoying good trade in spite of the dis- 
arrangement of her European market. 
Cuba expects the greatest sugar crop in 
history and Central American trade 
conditions have almost returned to nor- 
mal. The performance of the Latin- 
American states under financial strain 
of war conditions is reason for encour- 


agement.”’
